Warden - Botkin, Gif- 
ford has operated in various parts 
of the country, his father always 


| going to his assistance until he was 


arrested in Kansas on a charge of 
attempting to swindle a bank by 
means of a worthless certificate of 
deposit, when relations between son 
and father were severed. 

Paroled, Disappears. 
After serving two years and eight 


months in the Kansas prison at Lan- 


sing, Gifford was paroled. Giffor.i 
accompanied his attorney to Topeka. 
On the night of the third day the 
lawyer went to a prayer meeting, End 
that night Gifford disappeared. 

Gifford went to Springfield, Mo. An 
attempted bank swindle in 
Springfield caused his arrést later in 
Georgetown, Ky., and he was returned 
to Springfield, Gifford furnished a 
$6000 ‘bond, wa released from custody, 
and then jumped his bond. 
A chance visit of J. L. Hine, former 
cashier of the Springfield bank, to 
Marshfield, resulted in the identification 
of Gifford here as the man who had 
attempted to swindle the Springfield 
bank. 

Not Man Killed by Train.

WAGONER, 
LONG AWAY, FOUND 
IN LOCAL HOSPITAL 


Suffering From Fall on the 
Steamer on Which He Came 
Back From Germany, 


Harry E. Wagoner of 5127 Kensington 
avenue, president of the defunct Was- 
oner Mercantile Co., has been ill in St. 
John's Hospital for nearly two weeks, 
it was stated at his home Tuesday. 

Mrs. Wagoner said he was suffering 
from a nervous breakdown, and from 
a fall which ogcurred on the deck of 
the steamship om which he recently re- 
turned to the United States from Ger- 
many. From friends ot the. family it 


was learned that the injury inflicted by 


the fall was a severe one, and that he 
has a high fever.“ Only his wife has 
been permitted to mee him at St. John’s, 
his son, Blewett Wagoner, and his 
brother, George C. R. Wagoner, not 
having been admitted. 

Delays Bankruptcy Hearing. 

Wagoner’s illness Wiii prolong the de- 
lay in the inquiry isto the affairs of 
the mercantile company, which is in the 
hands of Walter D. Coles, referee in 
bankruptcy. The company. filed a vol- 
untary petition in bankruptcy June 2, 
and the schedule, made by Wagoner, 
showed $175,000 assets and $106,000 liabill- 
ties. The principal asset was the com- 
pany’s mailing list of 309,000 names and 
its mallingrequipment. 

A claim by Wagoner for $30,000 was 
listed among the hahülkies. John B. 
Carroll, trustee for the creditors, sought 
to get an affidavit from Wagoner, set- 
ting forth this claim in detail. A hear- 
ing was called in July, but had to be 
postponed by Referee Goles hecause 
Wagoner had left the city. 

The only message received from him 
for more than two months twas a wire- 
less dispatch from a German ship, stat- 
ing that he was on his way to Frank- 
fort. It was hoped to hold a hearing 
as to the mercantile company’s affairs 
in October, but Wagoner’s absence 
caused indefinite delay. When he re- 
turned to the city he was suffering from 
the injury inflicted at sea, and before 
arrangements could be made for a hear- 
ing. or before most of his friends had 
learned of his presence in the’ city, he 
was sent to the hospital. '

Six weeks ago when on his way to one 
of these European gatherings he misse-. 
his ship in New York. At the time it 
was given out that he met a man who 
had signed one of the Pollard pledges 
and became so absorbed in conversation 
with him that he failed to take the ship. 

Dr. Hughes suggested a different ver- 

son Tuesday when he told a reporter 
that Judge Pollard had a nervous 
breakdown when about to sail from 
New York. 
Judge Pollard is suffering from 41 
nervous disorder like that which affects 
many busy men who do not properly 
take care of themselves,” said Dr.

When the Frisco Rallroad system 
passed into a receivership some months 
ago, there were solemn declarations here 
and there that the railroads were not 
getting a square deal from the Govern- 
ment and the public. This receivership 
was pointed to as an illustration of the 
dire results of too much Government 
regulation and too much harrying of 
corporations. The investigation by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission has 
been exceedingly unfortunate for that 
point of view.

There was a scandal, when the road 
went into bankruptcy, over the fact that 
just prior to the collapse some $90,000,000 
of the road’s securities had been unload- 
ed on French investors through tho 
agency ‘ot conspiring investment bank 
ers in Paris and New York. The high 
interest was the lure. The bankers in 
France, like those in New York, were 
satisfied to get their commisgions, All 
along the line the plundering extended. 
The Chicago & Eastern Illinois railroad 
had been. leased at such high fixed 
charges that they

no opportunity 

It is now a matter t cena record 
that private syndicates, composed in part 
of officials and bankers who controlled 
the Frisco, formed construction compa- 
nies for the building and development 
of “feeders,” which they sold to the 
parent company at enormous profits for 
themselves. Their total gains from the 
sale of subsidiary lines now aggregate. 
according to indisputable records, - 
403,000. These capitalists sat on both 
sides of the table and did business not 
for the benefit of the roads whose in- 
terests they were to promote, but for 
théir own pockets, 

Some of these highly profitable deais 
took place as late as 1908-1911. One ob- 
serves that in the plundering syndicates 
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were prominent bankers of New York | té 


and St. Louis. There is a touch of 
mockery in the fact that the head of the 
St. Louis Union Trust Co., who got an 
insider’s dividend out of the promotion 


and sale of the Brownsville line to the 


Frisco, is now the receiver of the bank-
